declined the Office ; which, though it may have 
its Ufe, yet takes me off from other Engage- 
ments of a much more agreeable and improving 
Nature: And what makes the Tafk difficult, 1s 
the great Number of Typographical Errors, which 
he has not ‘(as is ufual) vouchfafed to correct by 
a Table of Errata. 

> Tis the Obfervation of one of the moft learned 
and correét Writers of this Age, (2) * That he 
 ¢ fearce ever met with an Hij/torian, who does not 
6 write true Hiftory, if you will take an Account 
¢ of him from his Preface, and not be too nice in 
~é examining his Book : the firft Pages are ufually 
é filled with the’ Care and Integrity of the Author, 
¢ which are probably to be found no where elle.’ 

How far Mr. Neal falls under this Cenfure, he 
himfelf is beft able to judge 5 and what Care he 
has taken to render his Hiftory correct, the Reader 
may eafily difcover from the many Mittakes 
pointed out to him in the three former Volumes. 

I readily grant there are Points in Hiftory that 
(as to the Springs of Action) are fcarce conceive-

Faéts: And Matters of Fact are daily reprefented 
tous in different Lights, even by fuch as pretend 
to the moft exact Knowledge of them: and they 
commonly vary according as Men’s Tempers and 
Opinions vary.. And if it is fo difficult a, Matter 
to come to the Knowledge of Things done in our . 
own Times, how much more fo muft it° be to- 
write of Things at a Diflance with critical Exact- 
nefs, where Men mutt be liable to, Miftakes, even 
after the utmoft Care and. Precaution ; tho’, fuch 
Miftakes (where all proper Methods of, Informa- 
tion are made ufe of, and there is no apparent De- 


fign of Impofition) are certainly pardonable,. But | 
ahe want of Probity in an Hiftorian, is far from 
being fo; and tho’ I don’t directly charge Mr. 
Neal as faulty in this Refpect, yet many, of his 


Vouchers are certainly fo; and he himfelf has 
taken. but too much Pains to mangle and curtail 
his very beft Authorities, to make them {peak 
home to his Purpofe, which they could never have 
done withous being put to the Torture. ¥

more Villanies were tranfaéted in that fhort Pe- 
riod, than in the fame Compafs of ‘Time down- 
wards from the Creation: Then the moft mon- 
Arous Crimes were committed under the Cloke of 
Religion, which was the Pretence for carrying on © 
of every wicked Defign : And tho’ 1 cannot 
charge Mr: Neal with the Defence of every Tranf- 
aétion that was bad, in that moft execrable Set of 
Men ; yet he has palliated their Aétions fo far, 
chat his Readers, who are nor verfed in the Hif- 
tory of thofe Times, may be difficulted, from his 
Work, to difcover in what they were to blame. 
Fad he treated them in the manner that the brave - 
Judge Fenkins (a Perfon thoroughly well fkilled 
in-our Conftitution and Laws) did, his Work 
had been lefs liable to cenfure.

‘ Colonel Gibfoa (then on Shipboard) ‘* extolling to the Skies their

“< fing the unworthy Reward the Parliament gave them for that Service, 
“ defiring them to excufe that Negle&t, promifing them if they would ad= 
‘© here to the Parliament, they fhould have all their Arrears paid them

66 them.’? Thofe Commanders fent him a very noble Anfwer, fuch as was 
“ fit to be given to Rebels, and told him, They would enter into, no

| waited about the Space of four or five Hours, to fee if he 


would come to us, and not finding any Inclination in the 
Enemy fo to doe, wee refolved to goe according to our 
firft Entendment to Dunbar. By that time we bad marched 
‘three or four Miles, we faw fome Bodies of the Enemy’s 


| Horfe draw out of their Quarters; and by that time our 
Carriages were gotten neer Dunbar, their whole Army was 


upon their marche after us; and indeed our drawing back in 


this manner, with the Addition of three new Regiments 
J added to them, did much heighten their Confidence, if 
| not Prefumption and Arrogance: The Enemy that N ight 
_we perceived gathered towards the Hills, labouring to make

ing in this Pofture a great Advantage, through his better 
Knowledge of the Country, which he effected by fending 
a confiderable Partie to the ftraight Paffe at Coppeth, where 
10 Men to hinder are better than 40°* to make their Way, 


and truly this was an * Exegent to us wherewith the E- 


" nemy reproached us with that Condition the Parliament's 


| Army was in when it made its hard Conditions with the 
| King in Cornwall: By fome Reports that have come to us, 
they had difpofed of us and of their Bufinefs in fufficient 


Revenge and Wrath towards our Perfons: and had fwal- 
lowed up the poor Intereft of England, believing that 
their Armie and their King would have marched to Lon- 


don without any Interruption, it being told us, we know 
| not how truly, by a Prifoner we took the Night before the 
| Fight, That their Kinge was very fuddenly to come a- 
| mongft them with thofe Engli/h they allowed to be about 
him, but in what they were thus lifted up, the Lord was 


above them. ‘The Enemy lying in the Pofture before-men- 
tioned, having thofe Advantages, we lay very near him, 
being fenfible of our Difadvantage, haveing fome Weakneffe 
of Flefh, but yet Confolation and Support on the Lord himfelf

‘The Major-Generall and my- 
fel? coming to the Earl of Roxborough’s Houfe, and ob- 
ferving his Pofture, I told him I thought it did give 
us an Opportunity to Advantage to attempt upon the Ene- 
my ; to which he immediately replied, That he had thought 
to have faid the fame thing to me; foe that it pleafed the 
Lorde to fette this Apprehenfion upon both our Hearts at 
the fame Inftant. We called for Colloneéll A/onke, and 
fhewed him the Thing, and coming to our Quarter at 


Night, and demonftrating our Apptehenfions to fome of 


the Collonells, they alfo cherefully concurred. We re- 
folved therefore to put our Bufinefs into this Pofture, that 
fixé Regiments of Horfe, and three Regiments and a halfe 
of Foote, fhould marche in the Van, and that the Major-

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killed we yet cannot learne, but yet furely diverfeare, and 
many Men of Quality are mortally wounded, as Collonell 
Lumfdell, the Lord Libberton, and others: and that which 
is no {mall Addition, I believe we have not loft 20 Men, 
not one commiflioned Officer {laine as I heare of, fave 


one Cornet, and Major Rosksby fince dead of his Wounds, | 


and not many mortaily wounded: Colloneli W4alley only 
cut in the Hand Wrilt,. and his Horfe twice fhot and killed 
under him ; but he well recovered another Horfe, and 
went on in his Chafe.

fome of the Particulers whereof wee fhall bee bold to 
trouble. you with.

z. We humbly propofe, that fuch Perfons who fhall be 
judged meet, and accordingly fent forth by fuch Character, 
may have free Liberty to doe their Worke about which 
they are fente, without being ‘conftreyned to paffe the 
authorivative Teft or Approbation of any other Men, and 


‘may have Countenance and Encouragement with other 
“Preachers from the State, behaving themfelves worthily, 


or with Faithfulnefs for the Work: ‘

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3. We humbly conceive, that for a regular, and due, 
‘Tryal of Perfons to be fent forth for the preaching of the. 
Gofpel, it might be of worthy Concernment that for the. 
Time to come fuch young Men, whether educated in the 
Univerfities or otherwife, who ‘intend the’ Minitterie of 
the Gofpell, be defired to walke with one or other of the. 
Churches of Chrift in the Nation for the Space. of a Yeare 
or thereaboute, before they enter upon the Worke ; and 
during this Time to.take all convenient Opportunitys of 
exercifing of their Guifts: By Means hereof their Meet- 
nefs for the Worke of the Gofpell, as well in refpeét of 
intellectual Abilitys and Guifts, as of moral Endowments 
and Behaviour, will be thoroughly tried ; and this Courfe 
we judge of good Affinitie and Accord with the Practice 
of the primitive Times, when Paftors and Teachers were 
chofen by and out of Churches. 

4. We humbly conceive, that it may very poffibly prove. 
extremely prejudicial to the Propagation of the Gofpell, 
(and rather’more for the future thenat the prefent) that any 
humane Authority whatfoever fhould plead a Right of In- 
tereft or Power to conftitute or fet up what Perfons or 
Number of Perfons they pleafe, to be Judges over the 
Faith, Guifts, and Minifterial Abilitys of all Men in the - 
N ation, who fhall be founde willing to ferve God in the 
Gofpell of his deare Son; confidering, 1° That there is 
nothing in the Word of God that will juftify fuch a Plea, 
2° Thar there is very much againft it, as where the great 
Apoftle demandeth, (with an holy Indignation) Who art 
thou that judgéft an other Man’s Servant ? (Rom. xiv. 4.) 
And again, when he difclaimeth both for himfelf and his 
Fellows all Dominion or Lordfhip over the Faith of his 
Chriftian Brethren, AG Cor. i. 24.) Soe againe, where he 
makes the Spirits of the Prophets equally and reciprocally 
fubject to the Prophets, (1 Cor. xiy. 32.) not the Spirits 
of all the Prophets in'a Nation, befides two, or fix, fub- 
ject to. theife two_or fix. .As alfo when he Gionifieth that 
fomething may. be revealed by God to one Perfon, which 
is not. revealed unto an other, (1 Cor. xiv. 30, Philip. 
wii, 15.) haply not to many others. 3° That the Example 
of good and worthy Men in oe. claiming fuch an, 
Intereft or Power, by Vertue of fuche their Authoritie, 
will be a. Prefident unto, and. ftrengthen. the, Hand of 
thofe that fhall be moft unworthy to claime and exercife 
the fame Power, by, Virtue of the fame.or like Authority. 
4° That

4° That thofe Minifters who (in all likelihood) will from 
time to time be advanced to the exorbitant Power of this. 
Spiritual Judicature, are Perfons who have infinuated into 
their Acquaintance, Favour, and Refpects, which Kind of 
Minifter or Prophet is feldome or never of the right 
Temper indeed for the Advancement of the Affayres of 
Jefus Chrift. 5° (and laftly) That not onely a fmaller 
Number of private Men, but even whole Councils and 
Synods of Men, as learned in the Scriptures as the World 
Was known to afford any in their Generation, and withall 
reputed orthodox and found in the Faith, have adjudged 
fuch Doétrines and Opinions orthodox and found, which 
are now by Minifters themfelves, and other Chri/lians of 
good Judgment, rejected as erroneous. 

5. We humbly conceive, that it may be very injurious 
to the Propagation of the Gofpell, that any Man’s Sound- 
nefs or Unfoundnefs in the Faith, fhould be eftimated by 
his Belief or Non-belief of fuch Tenents and Doctrines 
which fome Men fhall pleafe to call fundamentall. And 
if by fundamental! be meant only fuch Opinions or Doc- 
trines, the Belief whereof is abfolutely neceflary to Sal- 
vation, we conceive that nothing ought or can with Truth 
be judged fundamentall, but only this foveraigne and great 
Truth; whofoever fhall believe in ‘fefus Chrifi fhalt be 
faved ; inafmuch as the Scripture doth fo frequently and 
plainly promifé and affert Salvation unto thofe that fhalk 
believe in Jefuis Chrift. Wee humbly conceive further, 
that if any Man fhall goe beyond this Time in’ computing 
Fundamentals, he may as well find or make them Thou- 
fands, as Hundreds or Tens. 

6. We humbly conceive, that an Obligation impofed by 
Law upon fuch Churches, who either thro’ Scruple of 
Confcience, or Want of Opportunity, doe not aflemble 
in the publick Meeting-places of the Nation, (commonly 
called Churches) to make known to the Magiftrate the 
conftant Places of their Meeting, may in fome Cafes prove 
a Snare unto them. 

7, Confidering that Differences in Judgment between 
Minifters and Preachers of the Gofpel, efpecially being 
managed and maintained, either on the one or both Sides, 
with difgraceful, difparageing, and unchriftian. Terms, are 
very Obitrudtions to the Propagation of the Gofpel’: 
We conceive thar it may be of good Accommodation 
hereunto, that Perfons or Preachers of either Judgernent 
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be defired to forbeare, as well in their Sermons as Writings, 
as in their mofte private Difcourfes, all reproachful and 
unchriftian Refle&tions upon their Brethren diffenting in 
Judgment from them, and in their Confutations and. Rea- 
-fonings againft fuch Opinions as they judge unfound, they 
content themfelves with a fober urging and managing 
fuch Texts of Scripture, and Arguments, which,|.as they 
conceive, make againft the Opinions of their Adverfaries.;, 
and that they forbeare, as far as with good Confcience they 
may, the charging of thofe Opinions, which they under- — 
take to confute, with any of thofe piovohing Imputations 
of Blafphemy, Herefy, Se 

8. We humbly conceive, that friendly and: peaceable 
Conference between N 'eighbour-preachers of oppofite Judg- 
ments, firft, and for a Time more. privately ; ; afterwards, 
in cafe Differences between. them remaine yet uncom- 
promifed, more publiquely ; their latter being prudentially 
regulated by Authoritie, and fuperintended by Perfons of 
Worth and Gravity prefent at them, may. through the 
Bleffing of God yeild the pleafant Fruit of Reconcilement 
between Brethren, and fo turn to an happy Advancement 
of the Gofpel. 

9. We humbly conceive ‘eae Maintenance of thofe who 
preach the Gofpell, by. the gathering and demanding of . 
‘Tythes *, to be very prejudicial to the Propagation of the 
Gofpell, occafioning (and this almoft. unavoidably). frequent 
Heart-Burnings, Quarrels, Contentions, Law-Suits, between 
Preachers and Parifhes.; befides the “intolerable, Burthen 
and Preffure which fome particular Perfons groaned under, 
by reafon of this Kind of Maintenance, others of ten.times 
their Eftates bearing no Part at all of the Burchen with them. 

10..We humbly conceive, that, many Statutes’ yet.im 
Force, frequently made ufe of for the Moleftation of many 
confcientious and well-affected Perfons,. are. prejudicial ta 
the Propagation of the Gofpell, and therefore Mimo dex 
fire that they may be fpaegily repealed,

thofe who in Difcharg ge of their Duty oppofed it, illegally 
profecuted, and arbitrarily punifhed: London and other 
Cities and Corporations have been robbed of their Charters, 
upon unrighteous Judgments of pretended Forfeitures ; Sir 
Thomas Armpirong: executed, without being allowed the Be- 
nefit of a Tryall; Co/lneil Tb errioc Sz idney condemned to 
dye upon the Depofition of one fcandalous Witnefs ; and 
that loyall and excellent Perfon the late William Lord 
Ruffell murdered tor alledged Crimes, in Reference to 
which, if all had been Truth that was fworh againft him, 
yet there -was nothing that according to Law could have 
reached his Life: Wherefore wee do, upon the Confide- 
rations aforefaid, further declare; thar ‘wee will have Care 
taken for the future, for debarring ignorant, fcandalous and 
mercenary Men from the Adminiftration of Fuftice, and 
that the: “fudges fhall hold their Places by the’ antient.

Wee likewife therefore declare, that wee will. to our ut- 
moft endeavor to fee them repofleffed in whatfoever they 
formerly had, and could legally claime before the. late 
Ufurpation upon them ; and that wee do efteem all Judg- 
ments given againft them, and all Surrenders made.by a 
corrupt and perjured Party amoneft themfelves, zxd/) and 


vad in Law ; and do hold and declare their old Charters 


(notwithitanding the zew ones lately granted) to be good 
and valid. And accordingly wee do invite and incourage 
all honeft Burgeffés and Freemen to reaffume the Rights 
and Priviledges which by Virtue of the faid. old Charters 
belonged to their feverall and refpective Corporations, and 
to deliver. themfelves from.thofe’ Court Parafites, and In- 
ftruments of Tyranny fet up to opprefs them. ,.. 7 ».../ 

Moreover, for reftoring the Kingdom to its.primitive 
Condition of Freedom and Safety, wee will have the Cor- 
poration and Militia AGs repealed, and. all. Outlawries of 
Treafon, againft any Perfon what{foever upon the late pre- 
tended Prote/fant Plot ; and all other Outlawries, Banith- 
ments, Warrants, Judgments, Imprifonments, Abjurations, 
and Proceedings againft any other Perfons, upon any of the 
penall Statutes made againjt. Proteftant. Diffenters, reverfed 
and made aul! and voids,.and wee will have new Laws 
enacted, for placeing the Election of Sheriffes. in the Free 
holders of the feyerall Counties, and for. fettling the A@= 
litia inthe refpective Sheriffes, and, for preventing all 
Military Standing Force, except what fhall be.raifed and 
Kept up.by Authority and Confent of Parliament. 

And whereas feverall Gentlemen and others, who have 
been worthy and zealous Affertors of the Proteftant Inte- 
ret; and, Laws:of. the Kingdom, are now. in. Cuftody. in 
diverfe Prifons within the Realme, upon moft.unjuft Ac- 
culations, Pretences, Proceedings, and Judgments, wee 
do. hereby further declare their. faid Imprifonments: to. be 
wlegall, and that.in cafe any. Violence fhall..be offered to 
them, or any, of, them, wee will revenge it: to she ts 
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moft upon fuch of our Enemies as fhall fall into out. 
And whereas the faid ames Duke of York, in order to 
the expediting the idolatrous and bloody Defignes of the 
Papifts, the gratifying his own boundlefs Ambition after a 
Crown, and to hinder Enquiry into his Affaffination of 
Arthur Earle of Effex, hath poyfoned the late King, and 
therein manifefted his Ingratitude, as well as Cruelty, to 
the World, in murthermg a Brother, who had almoft 
ruined himfelfe to preferve and prote&t him from Punifh- 
ment: Wee do ‘therefore further declare, that for the 
aforefaid villanous and: unnaturall Crime, and other his 
Crimes before-mentioned, and in purfuance of the Rée/o-° 
lution of both Houfes of Parliament, who voted to revenge 
the King’s Death, im cafe he came to an untimely End, 
wee will profecute the faid “Fames Duke of York, till wee 
have brought him to fuffer what the Law adjudged to be 
the Punifhment of fo execrable a Fact.” And in a more 
particular manner, his Grace the Duke of A/onmouth be= 
ing deeply fenfible of that barbarous and horrid Parricide 
committed upon his Father, doth refolve to purfue the 
faid “fames Duke of York as a mortall and bloudy Enemy, 
and will endeavor, as well with his own Hands, as by the 
Affiftance of his Friends, and the Law, to have Juftice 

executed upon him. eat 
And forafmuch as the faid James Duke of Monmouth, 
the now -Head and Captaine Generall of the Proteftant 
Forces of this Kingdom, affembled~ in purfuance of the 
Ends aforefaid, hath been, ‘and ftill is believed to have a 
légitimate and legall Kight to the Crownes of England; 
Scotland, France and freland, with the Dominions there= 
unto belonging,’ of which he doubts not in the leaft to 
give the World ‘full Satisfaction, notwithftanding the — 
Means ufed- by the-late King his Father, upon Popifh 
Motives, and at the Infligation of the faid ‘fames Duke of

both to cur Gountrymen and Forreigners, that wee intend 
a larger Manifeflo and Remonffrance of the Grievances, 
Perfecutions, Crueliies, and. Tyrannies wee have of late 
layne under, and therein.a more full and particular Ac- 
count of the unparallelled Crimes of the prefent U/arper. 

And we make our Appeale unto God, and all Prote/fant 
Kings, Princes, States and People, concerning the Juftice 
of our Caufe, and the Neceffity we are reduced. unto of 
having our Recourfe to. Armes: And as wee do befeech, 
require, and adjure all fincere Prote/fants and true Englifh- 
men, to be affifting to us againft the Enemies of the Gof- 
pell, Rights of the Nation, and Liberties of Mankind ; fo 
wee are confident of obtaining the utmoft Ayde and Suv: 
cour which they can yield us with their Prayers, Per [atisy 
and E/fates, for the dethroning the faid Zyrant and Popifh 
Usurper.
